“On the act becoming operative, it 
4s understood the King will be advised 
{o send ‘for John Redmond, who will 
be asked to form _a government. On 
dhe final passage of the fll, the Irish 
privy counell lordships will be confer- 
red on Messrs, Redmond and Diilon 
and their leading colleagues. In due 
course, Mr, Redmond will retire from 
tiie active leadership of the National- 
ists in the house of commons and will 
doudtless “be succeeded by TT. P. 
O'Connor. 

“Mfr, Redmond’s retention of office 
will depend onthe resalt of the first 
Irish .clection, There 1s little doubt 
that he will obtain a°working majority 
and the first duty of his. government 
vill be to establish a responsible ad- 
ministration: Ju Dublin on a firm and 
durable basis.

ZEPPELIN PRAISED 
BY GERMAN RULER 


Kaiser Calls Him the Greatest 
Son of the Fatherland of 
the Century, 


Berlin, July 9,—Count Zeppelin, 
whom the Kalser has called ‘'the 
greatest German of the twentielh cen- 
tury," was 75 years old yesterday. He 
celebrated his birthday at Friederich- 
shafen by steering his twentieth airship 
on a trial trip with two of his women 
relatives as passengers, The new ves- 
sel will be known as the ZV when it 
{s commissioned for the army. 

Among hundreds of congratulatory 
telegrams recelved by the veteran air- 
man from all parts of Germany, includ- 
{ng messages from crowned heads and 
prime ministers, came tho following 
from the Kaiser! 

“My warmest good wishes on to- 
day's completion of your 75th year. 
The Kaiser and the empire are proud 
of the German sovereign of. the alr. 
May you live to enjoy for a long time 
{n healih and youthful vigor the trl- 
umphs which you aro achieving in {n- 
creasing degree from year to year,”

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IS EDMONTON JUSTIFIED 
IN HAVING A MUNICIPAL DEBT? fhe 

With the danger impending that the purchasers of the municipal bonds may fail to fulfil 
the purchase of that part of the bonds for which they have not already paid and that Edmon- 
ton, through this failure to receive the full amount of the loan negotiated, may be compelled 
to postpone the municipal works undertaken al the commencement of the year, the occasion is 
propitious for a consideration of the whole system by which it becomes necessary for the city 
of Edmonton to ever require a loan in order to carry out the requisite municipal improve- 
ments. 

Is there, after all, any reason why Edmonton should require any loans or that this 
city should have_a debt of any kind? , 

The ordinary dictates of common-sense would seem to indicate that there is no ex- 
cuse for a municipal debt in the case of the cily of Edmonton, and that there never was. 

Reduce the situation to its simplest analysis. Edmonton has placed an assessment 
valuation of approximately $150,000 upon the land within the city limits. Practically 
speaking, this wealth’ in land is the creation of the past decade, for previous to ten years 
ago the Jand value of the present townsite amounted to very little indeed. In this ten years 
the land value has increased to this enormous extent. But the land itself has not changed. 
It was here, just as it lies, when Columbus landed, and will be here when the empire of 
which we form a part has crumbled to dust. No human hand can expand one acre into 
two io make land more plentiful or compress two acres into one to make it scarce. Only 
the value changes, and the value rises constantly because more people come to. use the land. 
The vatue is a purely social creation. It is not the creation of any one man, be he owner, 
transient or tenant. It is the creation of the community. 

The community, however, retains no part of the value which it creates, but permits 
the entire increase to be harvested by individuais, many of whom may not even reside in 
the city and could-not, therefore, have anything to do with the creation of the value which 
they harvest. Then when the city of Edmonton requires money to make improvements

AUSTRALIA, A’NATION WITHOUT 
GRAFT, 13 YEARS OLD TODAY. 


“Thirteen years ago today. the Com- 
monwealth:.of Australia was consti- 
tuted by an act of: the British parlia- 
ment, and at the beginning ofthe fol- 
lowing year the island continent took 
{ts placo. among the nations of the 
world. Owing allegiance to the British 
crown, Australla has yet been left frev 
to work out Its own destiny, and: its 
success has: aroused’ the wonder and 
admiration: of the world. ; 

Politically, Australia’ is noteworthy 
for many innovations, not the least of 
which iS the absence of a purely con- 
servalive party. The liberal party and 
the labor party are the two°great’ poli- 
tical organizations of the oommon- 
Wealth, and both advocate prinoiples 
‘and polfoles that are decidedly radical. 
The voters are very evenly divided be- 
tween. the two parties, and in the re- 
cent elections, the labor government, 
headed: “by *the Right © Hon, Andrew 
Fisher as premier, was overthrown, the 
Iberals obtaining a majority of:one-in 
the federal house of representatives. 
As- only half_.of the senate seats were 
contested, that body. still remains In 
the control of Fisher's. party, bringing 
abouta condition of affairs similar to 
that now ‘prevalling In Canada,’ and 
Which -enabled the liberals to defeat 
Premier. Borden's naval bill. >.’ 

Premier Fisher's: recent ‘defeat was 
not th first he had suffered. As leader 
or, the federal parliamentary Jabor 
party, he first became prime .minister 
in 1908, but was: defeated in the gen- 
eral elections of 4909; only to ‘tcome 
back". In 1010, \He won. his, politioal 
successes on a platform that {included 
protection, nationalization’ of — public 
utilities . and insurance, government 
controd of trusts, laws for the protec- 
tion of labor, and exclusion of the 
Orientals. Protections and opposition 
Japanese immigration were features of 
the platforms of both parties, and every 
avowed free trader was defeated,

Inspector of Rangers. Finlay- 
son Says at Convention that 
This Is the One Big Problem 
of Today, 


Winnipeg, Man., July 9.—The third 
day. of the-convention of the Canadian | 
Forestry association was taken up this 
morning with the reading. of papers by 
S. A. Bedford, deputy. minister of agri- 
culture for the province of Manitoba, 
who dealt with the “Farm Hedges,” F. 
W. Broderick BS., a professor of for- 
estry in Maniloba agricultural college, 
whose subject was ‘Some Aspects of 
the Teaching of Forestry,’ and Norman 
M. Ross, chief of tree planting division 
Indian Head, Sask,, who gave a-review 
of the work of tho tree-planting divis- 
ion of the Dominion forestry branch, 

At noon today the officlals and de- 
legates partook of a luncheon at Assin- 
aboine park given by the clty. 

There will be a session held tonight 
at 8.30 o'clock which is fn the nature 
of an extra session, Drought about 
through the stress of work, 

Dealing with the teaching of the 
forestry Prof. Broderick said: 

“Young men who are to take up the 
establishment of forest plantations 
should be thoroughly conversant with 
the various metiods eniployed in pro- 
ducing forest nursery stock. 1 think 
in the study of forest nursery —pro- 
blems that a great deal of emphas's 
should be placed on the-way In which 
forest nurseries stock Js produced. So 
much of the success of forest nursery 
planting, and particularly of farm for- 
ost “planting depends on the olass. of 
stack (hat is used, that a study of the 
metiods that are employed in the pro- 
duction of this stock is of the greatest 
importance,"’ eas! 

As to Fire tegisiation.

the isolated settler, areca thing of the 
past. ‘ re 
This has been largely brought about 
With the limber lands 
the reverse is the case; for the in- 
coming settlers in search’ of land must 
press for the northward through Umber 
belts, and rather than decreasing the 
fire danger to timber, Ht fs very much 
inereased. :
